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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of election, supplemental IDS and IDS filed on 10/12/06; 
4/29/04 and 11/10/03 respectively. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of group IV in the reply filed on 10/12/06 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 14-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/12/06. 

Claims 1-13, and 17-20 are pending in the application and the claims are examined to the 
extent that it reads on the elected cationic branches polymer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5, 7- 9, and 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 limits the scope of claim 4 not claim 1. Claim 5 would read better by replacing 
claim 1 to claim 4. 
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Claim 7 limits the scope of claim 6 not claim 1 . Claim 7 would read better by replacing claim 1 
to claim 4. 

Claim 8 limits the scope of claim 7 not claim 1 . Claim 8 would read better by replacing claim 1 
to claim 7. 

Claim 9 limits the scope of claim 8 not claim 1 . Claim 9 would read better by replacing claim 1 
to claim 8. 

Claim 1 1 limits the scope of claim 10 not claim 1. Claim 1 1 would read better by replacing claim 
1 to claim 10. 

Claim 12 limits the scope of claim 1 1 not claim 1. Claim 12 would read better by replacing claim 
1 to claim 1 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims l-13,and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U. S. 
Patent 6,808,701 B2 ('701). 

The instant application is claiming a conditioning composition comprising: 
a surfactant portion comprising: 
L A non-ionic surfactant 
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2. An amphoteric surfactant 

3. An anionic surfactant 

A conditioning portion comprising: 

L cat ionic branched polymer which is vinylpyrrolidone/vinylimidazolium methosulfate 
copolymer also known as Polyquaternium 44 
2. matrix soluble silicone (species is trimethylsilylamodimethicone) 
See table 1 for all the examples. Polyquaternium is the claimed cationic polymer, 
trimethyl silylamodimethicone is the claimed matrix soluble silicone, and ingredients 3-6 read on 
the claimed surfactants. Table I meets claim 2 limitation. See also col. 12, lines 46-49 for claim 2 
limitation. Example 1 at col. 19, lines 30 through col.20, lines 1-10, anticipates claim 20. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude'' granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
VogeU 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 
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Claims 1-13 and 17-20 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 6,808,701B2 ('701). 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because claims of the instant application anticipates the claim of the patent with respect the 
surfactant. Both the instant application and the patent are claiming the detergent composition and 
conditioning composition. Cationic polymer claimed in the patent is same to that claimed in the 
instant application and there is overlap with the silicone components, which are dimethicone 
copolyol and amodimethicone. Claim 20 is also obvious since the composition is prepared by 
adding conditioning portion to the surfactant portion. 

Claims 1-13 and 17-20 are directed to an invention not patentably distinct from claims 1- 
23 of commonly assigned 6,808,701 . Specifically, for the reasons stated under obviousness-type 
of double patenting rejection. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an interference between 
applications or a patent and an application of common ownership (see MPEP Chapter 2300). 
Commonly assigned 6,808,701, discussed above, would form the basis for a rejection of the 
noted claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) if the commonly assigned case qualifies as prior art under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) and the conflicting inventions were not commonly owned at the time 
the invention in this application was made. In order for the examiner to resolve this issue, the 
assignee can, under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and 37 CFR 1.78(c), either show that the conflicting 
inventions were commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was made, or 
name the prior inventor of the conflicting subject matter. 
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A showing that the inventions were commonly owned at the time the invention in this 
application was made will preclude a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based upon the commonly 
assigned case as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g), or 35 U.S.C. 102(e) for applications 
pending on or after December 10, 2004.
